Iv 94,000 lives in the United States 
during 1953, according to statis­ 
ticians. This was about 2,000 fewer 
than in 1952, and it was the first 
time in four years that the number 
of accidental deaths represented 
a decrease from

year’s total. 
In noting the improvement, the 
statisticians point out that the toll 
of life taken by accidents among 
the Amercian people continues to 
be very heavy, with only the car­ 
diovascular diseases and cancer 
responsible for a greater number 
of deaths. 
Motor vehicle accident fatalities 
totaled about 38,000 in 1953, not 
appreciably different 
from

number in 1952. The toll in the 
past three years has not bbeen 
much below the all-tim e high of 
40.000 lives lost in 1941.

years,

mishaps 
were by far tho leading cause of 
fatal injury, accounting for about 
two fifths of all accidental deaths.

JEFFERSON CITY — Missouri 
landowners can improve wildlife 
food and cover this winter with 
little effort and at no cost to them. 
The C o n s e r v a t i o n Commis­ 
sion, through its field men, 
is 
again 
making sericea lespedeza 
and reed canary grass seeds avail­ 
able free to those interested in sow­ 
ing them for wildlife. 
Paul Q. Tuletiko, chief of the 
Commission's Game Section, said 
that 79 tons of the seed mixture 
have been purchased with Federal 
Aid to Wildlife funds. Each county 
has been 
allotted 120 ten-pound 
bags of sericea and reed canary 
grass. Distribution will be made 
through conservation agents and 
other field personnel of the Con­ 
servation Commission. 
Tulenko said that both plants 
have proved to be excellent soil 
builders and serve to hold gullies 
from 
washing 
while 
furnishing 
emergency frwxi 
and 
cover for 
wildlife — elements desperately 
needed in Missouri after two years 
of drouth. 
One bag will be allotted to each 
applicant, with no stipulation oth­ 
er than it be used in waste areas 
or gullies where erosion checks 
are needed. The quickest stand will 
be produced on prepared ground, 
if treated like any other clover. 
If condition of the ground prevents 
preparation of a seed bed it may 
be broadcast in winter or early 
spring, while the ground is freez- 
in and thawing. It is important, 
Tulenko said, to seed the upper 
parts of gullies and slopes first. 
This stops erosion at its source 
and helps rapid spreading of the 
plants downhill. Ten pounds of the 
mixture will seed about one-third of 
an acre or one-half mile of small 
gullies.

University of M issouri Extension 
Soils Specialist John Falloon points 
to the large num ber of farm ers 
carrying out 
Balanced 
Farm ing 
th at have adequate or nearly ade­ 
quate feed supplies this winter as 
exam ples. Use of soil treatm ents 
based on soil tests and increased 
silage 
production 
ranked 
high 
am ong these farm ers as a m eans 
of producing am ple feed. Im proved 
perm anent pastures and em ergen­ 
cy feed crops also played an im ­ 
portant role. 
Falloon says alfalfa really prov­ 
ed its value this year. He cited 
the case of Edwin Hailey whose 
Douglas County farm is in the 
h eart of the state’s drouth area. 
Hailey put 101 bales of alfalfa in 
the barn for each acre seeded to 
the crop. Many sim ilar cases illus­ 
tration the vaue of alfalfa have 
been 
reported 
and 
Falloon 
be­ 
lieves its perform ance this year 
justifies doubling the state’s acre­ 
age within the next five years. 
Another im portant practice that 
fertilizer applications. F a l l o o n 
points out that most complaints 
th at fertilizer didn't work this year 
could be traced to shallow place­ 
m ent of the fertilizer. 
Good w ater m anagem ent is al­ 
ways a vital phase of Balanced 
F arm ing, says Falloon, but this 
y ear renewed em phasis was put on 
the value of properly constructed 
farm ponds. Irrigation also receiv­ 
ed increased attention. However, 
farm results and experim ental work 
showed it to be most valuable on 
soils receiving adequate fertilizer 
treatm ents first. Falloon adds that 
irrigation has a much better chance 
of success when it’s a p art of an 
overall Balanced Farm ing program 
rath er than an individual practice.

In addi­ 
tion. sheets are available for re ­ 
cording fam ily living expenditures. 
B eberm ever reports the record 
books will be available at exten­ 
sion offices in early Jan u ary at 
cost plus shipping charges. This 
will usually vary from $1.00 to $1.25 
If your livestock is bothered with 
cattle grubs—now’s the tim e to 
tre a t them . 
Stirling Kyd, University of M is­ 
souri extension entomologist, says 
the best control of cattle grubs is 
two applications of rotenone spac­ 
ed about 30 days apart. The first 
treatm ent should be applied about 
three weeks after the first grub 
holes appear on the backs of cat­ 
tle. 


Kyd recom m ends a spray appli­ 
cation of rotenone for large herds. 
You can m ake the spray by mixing 
7^2 pounds of cube derris powder 
containing five percent rotenone in 
IOO gallons of w ater. Use a pres­ 
sure of from 300 to 400 pounds 
and apply the spray directly on 
the backs of the cattle. 
For a sm all herd Kyd recom ­ 
mends using rotenone dust. You 
can buy it pre-m ixed or m ake your 
own by mixing one pound of cube 
derris with two pounds of dusting 
sulfur. Rub the dust into the backs 
of the livestock with your fingers.

Apply Fertilizer This W inter 
You don’t have to w ait until 
spring to apply fertilizer. In fact, 
winter is an ideal tim e to do the 
job since you have fewer crops to 
interfere than at any other tim e bf 
year. In addition, the ground is 
usually easier to get across in win­ 
ter than in spring and you probab­ 
ly have m ore spare tim e now than 
you’ll have once w arm w eather a r­ 
rives. 
Francis W aggoner, New’ M adrid 
County Agent, says stalk or soy­ 
bean fields not seeded to w heat are 
will-suited for w inter fertilizer ap­ 
plications. This is true w hether the 
land is going to oats, corn, cot- 1 
ton or soybeans next spring. Les- 
pedeza stubble and old sod m ea­ 
dows to be w’orked up next spring 
for other use are also good places 
to spread fertilizer this w inter. The 
sam e is true, adds W aggoner, of 
perm anent pastures which will be 
renovated next spring. 
From now through early Febru­ 
ary is a good tim e to sow’ clover 
seed. Bill M urphy. University of 
Missouri extension field crops spe­ 
cialist. points out that freezing and 
thawing of the ground during this 
tim e will cover the seed sufficient!' 
to prevent it from coming up too 
early. 
In addition to m aking the usual 
seedings of clovers on sm all grain 
fields. M urphy believes you need to 
consider reseeding drouth dam aged 
pastures. He explains th at pastures 
with 
am ole 
fertility to 
support 
clovers that have a good stand of 
grass can be reseeded to clovers 
during Jan u ary and early Febru­ 
ary by broadcasting. 
M urphy says m any f a r m e r s 
guard against early germ ination as 
a result of w arm w eather by divid­ 
ing their seed and broadcasting it 
at two different tim es. However, 
the possibility cf Jan u ary or F eb­ 
ruary w eather wrarm enough to 
cause germ ination is sm all. 
Inoculation of clover seed is im ­ 
portant, says Murphy, if it’s to be 
sow’n on ground not recently in 
clovers. Since Red. White. Ladino. 
and Alsike clover all require the 
sam e inoculant, they can be seeded 
on fields in which any of the four 
have grown recently without hav­ 
ing to inoculate the seed. 
Murphy adds that norm al seed­ 
ing rates of legumes sown in win­ 
ter in M issouri are as follows: Red 
Clover, 6 to 8 pounds; Sweet Clov­ 
er, IS pounds; Alsike. 4 to 6 pounds

Over The Alaska Highway 


It was six m onths ago when the 
little troupe 
consisting 
of wife, 
daughter and m yself left Canalou, 
Missouri in a well packed auto­ 
m obile for the northland, Alaska. 
We were not scheduled to be in 
Anchorage until August I. there­ 
fore our trip was planned as a 
vacation. Our route through the 
states was net definite and we 
m ade plans daily. When we learn­ 
ed of a point of interest, even 
though it might bo IOO miles ofif 
a direct route, we paid it a visit. 
I would say the m ost picturesque 
points of 
interest 
consisted 
of: 
Missouri Ozarks, Pikes Peak, Colo- 
radio Springs, plains of Oklahoma 
and Wyoming. Yellow Stone N a­ 
tional P ark. G lacier Park in Mon­ 
tana, Lake 
Louise and the Ski 
Lift in Banff National Park. Can­ 
ada .md the scenery along the en­ 
tire stretch of the Alaska High­ 
way from Dawson Creek. British 
Columbia to Fairbanks, Alaska, al­ 
so the natural beauty along the 
Richardson and 
Glenn 
Highways 
between Fairbanks and Anchorage 
We traversed a distance of 5000 
miles to reach our destination. 
You have, no doubt, heard v ar­ 
ious tales of the famous Alcan high­ 
way that was constructed during 
World W ar II. Our version is not 
a dark picture for we happened 
to be journeying at a most op­ 
portune tim e of the season. With 
the exception of about 4i0 miles 
between 
Edmonton. 
Alberta and 
Dawson Creek. British Columbia 
we found the gravel highway to be 
in good condition. The fear of not 
locating lodging and securing gas­ 
oline for the car no longer exists. 
Of course some stations have their 
precious autom obile fuel priced at 
65 cents per gallon but most of 
the lodging places are reasonable. 
The Yukon T erritory in Canada 
has built num erous roadside cam ps 
along the highway for convenience 
of the tourist. Yes, the mosquitoes 
play around at night, but you can’t 
blam e them , I m ust state they 
w eren’t as large as horseflies how­ 
ever, as we had been told bef or' 
leaving Sikeston. No doubt the wild 
gam e is abundant ih the fore* 
along the highway but you very 
seldom see them from the road. 
There are num erous beautiful lakes 
along the entire route and the 
many wild flowers along the road 
also add to the natural beauty. 
We were especially am azed of 
the courtesy extended 
in every 
town, large or sm all, that we visit­ 
ed. The Canadian people certainly 
exhibited a m ost friendly attitude 
toward their southern neighbors. 
It seems that everyone driving the 
highway possesses the good Sam ar­ 
itan attitude. We had a flat tire 
and while we were repairing it 
several cars cam e along and ex­ 
pressed desire to assist. You will 
see autom obiles from every state 
in the union as well as th** Cana­ 
dian cars driving over the highway. 
We spent a couple days in E d­ 
monton. Alberta and took in their 
annual Stam pede where chuck wa­ 
gon races was the feature of the 
day. This affair was very sim ilar 
to the Southeast Missouri F air, held 
at Cape G irardeau except en a 
much larger scale. Instead of horse 
races they thrilled at tilt chuck 
wagon races that involved team s of 
eight horses per wagon. The other 
usual carnival attractions existed, 
along with the display of auto­ 
mobiles and farm equipm ent. Of 
course it was very interesting to 
see the m achinery as it all practi­ 
cally cam e from the good old U.S.A. 
with a much greater price tag 
than you would see in Sikeston. 
Our next resting and loafing place 
was W hitehorse, in the Yukon te r­ 
ritory. It certainly carries a front­ 
ier vision, but it is rapidly coming 
to the front 
and now boast.> a 
fine airport where com m ercial air­ 
lines are dropping in at various 
intervals throughout the day After 
a couple nights in W hitehorse we 
began a long stretch to Fairbanks, 
the home of the U niversity of A- 
laska. F airbanks is a very interest­ 
ing place but the population is 
increasing faster than it can be 
adequately coped with 
The con­ 
struction of streets, housing and all 
that goes with a boom town was in 
full swing during the past sum ­ 
m er. It was very interesting to go 
aboard the gold dredges, just out 
of Fairbanks, however, we left wit 
cut our pockets full of the nrecious 
m etal and that part was disappoint­ 
ing. The dredges operates 24 hours 
per day during the sum m er, there­ 
for I presum e it as a paying prop­ 
osition. After three days of ex­ 
ploration in and around Fairbanks 
we began the last lap of our journey 
and arrived in Anchorage on June 
26. 
The city of Anchorage, has al­ 
m ost over night, been transform ed 
from a frontier town to a sm all 
metropolis. Recent figures show the 
greater Anchorage area with a pop­ 
ulation of 55,000 and this does not 
include the m ilitary on Elm endorf 
Air Force Base and the Army base 
at Fort Richardson. Anchorage is 
called the air-crossroads of the 
world due to the trem endous air 
traffic. It boasts one of the m ost 
modern high school plants to be 
found in the United States. When 
com pleted it is to cost about $5,- 
000,000. The city is proud of its 
three large airports, three radio 
stations and two television stations. 
The city busses carry from 15,000 
to 20.000 people daily. Here is found 
the newest and largest Alaska N a­ 
tive 
Service 
Hospital 
w h i c h 
operated by the U. S. Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent for the natives only. Mount 
McKinley, the tallest mountain in 
North Am erica, is clearly visible 
from 
Anchorage. 
At 
the 
West 
end of 4th Avenue one m ay observe 
the most beautiful sunsets and see 
the m ountains unfold before ; air 
eyes. At certain tim es the North­ 


ern Lights spread a panoram a of 
most beautiful colors for your ob­ 
servation. The boat dock is only 
open about six months of the year 
to Ocean going vessels and this is 
a result of the ice condition. At 
the present tim e 'Jan u ary ) we are 
experiencing only about 5 hours 
of daylight and when we arrived in 
July the days were about 18 to 19 
hours in length. The children trod 
The H arlan family resides on the 
to and from school during the 
hours of darkness. 
Elm endorf Air Force Base which 
adjoins the city lim its of Anchor­ 
age. We have a very beautiful 
and most modern school building, 
one row under construction and 
plans in process for two additional 
which will m ake a total of four 
sohcol buildings that will house 
about 1800 children expected in 
Septem ber 1954.

Eisenhower Steps 


Toward Bettering 


Health of Everyone 


WASHINGTON tP — President 
Eisenhower proposed t«xiav that 
the government bolster private in­ 
surance plans as a step toward 
bettering the health of all Ameri­ 
cans. 
In a special message to Congress 
Eisenhower asked for 25 million 
dollars to start a system of gov­ 
ernment 
re-insurance of private 
plans, to help take care of extra­ 
ordinary expenses b e y o n d those 
now covered. 
Expansion Proposed 
The President also proposed a 
five-year plan for expansion of the 
program for rehabilitation of the 
disabled. Under it a total of 660,- 
000 disabled persons would be re­ 
turned “ to places of full respon­ 
sibility as actively working citi­ 
zens. 
Eisenhower’s plan “ rejecting the 
socialization 
of 
medicine,” 
also 
called for <a> continuation of pres­ 
ent public health service programs, 
‘ t>» a new, simplified formula for 
grants-in-aid to the s t a t e s for 
health purposes, and <c> a stepped 
up program 
of 
construction 
of 
medical care facilities. 
The President told Congress the 
total private medical bill of the 
nation now exceeds nine billion 
dollars a year — an average of 
nearly $200 a family—and still is 
rising. 
He said the emphasis in dealing 
with the problem must rem ain es­ 
sentially on private care, but that 
the government can and must help. 
“ Freedom, consent, and individ­ 
ual responsibility are fundamental 
to our system ,” he said. “ In the 
field of medical care this means 
that the traditional relationship of 
the physician and his patient, and 
the right of the individual to elect 
freely the manner of his care in 
illness, must be preserved. 
“ In adhering to this principle 
and rejecting the socialization of 
medic*ne, we can still confidently 
1 *>n«i 
>trs*?lves to certain nation­ 
al health goals.’’ 
“ One such goal is that the means 
| for achieving good health should 
be accessible to all. A person’s lo­ 
cation. occupation, age, race, creed 
or financial status should not harm 
him frcm enjoying this access.’* 
The President told the lawmak­ 
ers: 
“ Even where the best in medical 
care is available, 
its costs are 
often a serious burden. Major, long 
-term illness can become a finan­ 
cial catastrophe for a n o r m a l 
American family.” 
He praised existing private hos­ 
pitalization and medical care in­ 
surance plans, and said progress 
made in that field “ indicates thaf

Continue beef cattle feeding op­ 
erations as a well-planned part of 
your farm program , say the econ­ 
om ists. with g rea ter em phasis on 
efficient feeding 
and 
m arketing. 
They expect average profits from 
cattle put on feed this past fall 
prim arily because feeder c a t t l e 
prices w ere about 30 p ercent lower 
than a y ear ago and have fallen 
m ore than one-half since the fall 
of 1951. 
The economists believe consum ­ 
er dem and will rem ain strong and 
prices of fed cattle to average as 
m uch in 1954 as in 1953. P rices 
of lower grades are expected to 
be stronger in late spring than lat­ 
er in the year, and higher grades 
a re expected to be stronger after 
June. Hence, the econom ists sug­ 
gest you plan your feeding opera­ 
tions according to the grad e of your 
cattle and finish them for the sea­ 
sonal m ark et that seem s most like­ 
ly to prove favorable. 
Herd im provem ent will continue 
to be of m ajor im portance to fa rm ­ 
ers with beef cow enterprises in 
1954. Of equal im portance, say the 
econom ists, a re im proved pasture 
and a good forage production pro ­ 
g ram . The suggest beef cow own­ 
ers use good bulls, cull out infer­ 
ior and aged cows, and fit the 
herd to the size, soils, and topo­ 
graphy of the farm The econom ists 
add that a good p astu re program 
will add 75 to 100 pounds ex tra 
weight to caves by w eaning time. 


Looking into 1954, Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture econom ists of­ 
fer these suggestions to beef cattle 
producers of the 
state.

You c a n ’t im a­ 
gine his saying h e ’d ra th e r not 
knew he has m um ps or sm allpox or 
the plague. Of course, the sym p­ 
tom s of those diseases would soon 
m ake him uncom fortable and he 
would head for the nearest doctor 
Our good citizen can have TB for 
som e tim e without feeling or look­ 
ing sick. So he is able not to know 
until the disease has m ade serious 
inroads on his constitution and he 
is a very sick m an indeed. 
While his head has been in the 
sand, he has lengthened the odds 
on his recovery. It will take him 
longer to get well when he finally 
gets around to facing the facts. 
And, worse, he has endangered the 
health, the very lives of people 
n ea r him 
his wife and children, 
his neighbors, the people he works 
with. 
Tuberculosis is contagious. Our 
ostrich citizen caught the germ s 
from someone without knowing it. 
He can pass them on just as in­ 
nocently. 
It isn't difficult to find out the 
truth. If you will go to your doctor 
for a regular physical exam with a 
chest X-ray once a year, or as 
often as he advises, you can be 
sure that any signs of illness will 
be found. If TB should strike, it 
will probably be discovered before 
it has had a chance to do irre p a r­ 
able dam age. In m any com m uni­ 
ties, chest X-ray p rogram s are c a r­ 
ried on so that every adult has an 
opportunity to be X-rayed at little 
or no cost.
